S for Thomas Stordy, - I knew him when he was a: 
Youth, and that he was deſcended of an honeſt Pa- 


rentage, being a Family of good Deportment in : 
that place where he lived, who when he was about the Age 
of thirty Years, he began to abſtain from many groſs Evils, 
and the Vanities of the World, that the greater part of Peo- . 
ple take their pleaſure in 3 and the Lord begat deſires in him 
to ſeek after the Knowledze of Jeſus Chriſt, and to do the 
thing that migat pleaſe him ; and in this eſtate he continued ' 
ſeveral Years: And then he joyned himſelf with an Indeper- 
dent People, who did aſſemble themfelves at his Houſe, or 
elſewhere thereabouts, and was accounted as one that was 
the moſt eminent in that their Meeting for Exhortations, and 
other Chriſtian Exerciſes, as they did account ; ; and in this 
condition he continued a good ſpace, having ſtill a true and 
unfeigned deſire after the Lord, and the knowledge of his . 
Way, which gives Peace and Reſt to all thoſe that are weary 
and heavy laden, and ſuch come to find Refreſhment, Eaſe 
and Reſt to their weary Souls, although their Labour and : 
Travail may be long, and their Sufferings and hard Uſages 
many, yet the Recompence of Reward unto which the ſaid 
Thomas had reſpet, made him freely willing to deny him- 
ſelf, his former Profeſſion of Religion and Self-intereſt, which - 
he had profeſſed in time by paſt, and to joyn himſelf with the 
People in ſcorn called Quakers, who kept a Meeting near that 
Place where he lived : And he was a very upright, lincere,ho- 
neft hearted man to the Lord, of-a good Carriage & Behaviour 
towards hisNeiglibours : he was a man much inclined to Sobri=- 
ety, Temperance, Mercy, and Hoſpitality; for he was always

. not at. all, Matth..5. 34+ I being then his tellow-Priſoner, 
with ſeventeen more of our Meeting, was com::1tted for the 
like, and kept above fix weeks Priſoners, and fined twenty 
Shillings a man, and then ſet our at.liberty ; bur within a 
few days after, the. ſame Thomas Srordy being a Frecholder, 
.and did attend-the Aſſize at the City of Car/ze, being wil- 
ling to do Service. for his God, the King-and Country, was 
by the inſtigation of. ſome wicked and envious Perſons then 
in Authority, moſt Illegally apprehended by the Goaler, 
(the ſaid 7homas being come iito his Houſe to viſit his Friends 
12 Priſon) who. was ordered to carry Thomas Stordy before 
Judge Tarzer, that did preſently tender him the Oath of 
Allegiance. So in obedience to the Command of Chriſt, de- 
nycd to Swear. ; for which the aid Judge paſſed the Sexrence 
of Premanire upon him, and the Sieriff cauſed his Bailiffs 
to enter upon bis Houſe, and carried away his- Corn, Pews- 
ter, Braſs, with other Neceſlaries, and kept him Priſoner 
the ſpace of Eleven Years, about which time the King's plea- 
fure was to grant his Letters-Pattent to ſet him and all the 
reſt that were Premunired, free, .arnd as clearly acquitted 
as though they had never been under that Sentence; and this 
was the Lords doing, -and was marvellous in the Eyes of 
many, who alone can tuff the Hearts of Kings and Rulers 
as it pleaſeth him, and none is able to reſiſt him, or with- 
ftand his powerful Arm, -when it is ſtretched out z to him be 
the Glory, - Honour and Renown, with hearty Thanks- 
giving, for he alone is worthy, both now and for ever- 
more.

the heat of their Perſecution; and in all this hard nſage, 
and durance in Goal, which was long, he was never heard 
to comphin, but bare it with patience in the love of Jeſus, 
which commands to love Enemies, which he did, and com- 
mitted himſelf unto the Lord, who has the Hearts of Kings 
in bis Hand, and turns them as Rivers of Water, for the 
Lord turned the King's Heart, that he got his real Eſtate 
again, and his Liberty; and thoſe men that were Inſtru- 
mental chiefly in his Premunire and great Suffering, the

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Lords Hand did evidently appear againſt them, although - 
men in Authority,the one dyed a Priſoner, and the other very 
poor ; yet there were ſome called Juſtices of the Peace that 
proceeded in Perſecution and fined-,our Father for congrega- 
ting with the People 5f God in” ſcorn called Quakers, above 
the namber of five; he had great Fines impoſed upon him, 
and Goods taken from him for his own Fine, : and the Fine 
of others that were at 'the ſaid Meeting.
